freemen ot* the .States or by some military chief- 
tain, who may u*urp the power of making it for 
them? This, with me, is a vital question. The 
people of tho diffierent States formed the present 
Government of the United States. They voted 
income form either for or against it. But the 
Provisional Government made the other dav at 
Montgomery, Alabama, who formed it? Not* the 
people, for they were never even consulted about 
it, or any provision in tho Constitution by which 
they are now governed. Those who made the 
Constitution were a sell-created body. They made 

the Constitution, appointed a President aud Vice 

President and have proceeded to pass such laws 
affecting the great interests of the people as they 
have thought proper to pass, without in any way 
consulting or inquiring of them whether they de- 
sired to have them passed or not. It is true the 
Constitution is to continue only a year, and the 
P^sideut and Vice President are to continue in 
^office only a year — but could not the same power 
that made the Constitution to last only a year, havo 
made it to last a hundred years? and could not 
the same power that appointed General Davis and 
Mr. Stevens lor only a year, have appointed them 
President and Vice President for life? Nay, 
could they not have made Mr. Davis king, and 
Mr. Stevens his successor, Without even so° much 
as consulting the people who are to be enslaved by 
them? There is an old maxim that “power is for- 
ever stealing from the many to the few." Could 
there be a better illustration of its truth than in 
the case of th i -* new Provisional Government, as 
it Is called? Without regarding the wishes of the 
people, the Constitution of the United States has 
been abandoned, citizens of the United States have 
been deprived of their right of citizenship, State 
Constitutions have been subverted and all the guar- 
antees which they threw around life, liberty and 
property, usurped and trampled on by this revo- 
lutionary Convention: whilo tho people them- 
selves, maddened by the excitement of the times, 
aud unable to determine how to protect them- 
selves, have been bound hand and foot and drag- 
ged to the altar ns victim 3, uuder the hypocritical 
prettense that their sacrifice was necessary to the 
preservation of free principles and the cause of 
free governments. Shades of Washington, of 
Patrick Henry, of Jefferson, of Adatns and of 
Madison! is this to be the consummation of 
your toils, of all your sacrifices, of all your labors 
to establish a govemiuenl uponsuch enduring priii 
ciples of freedom and equality, as that the down- 
trodden and oppressed of every nation might find 
a home and refuge under it? Are all tho hopes of 
the American people, of the friends of freedom 
throughout the world, bound up as they are in the 
perpetuation of the free government of Araeriea 
and the American Union, to be turned to Dead 
Sen fruits? Are they to be golden to the vision 
but ashes to the lips? Forbid it, Almighty God! 
For my part, I would rather die a thousand deaths 
in defense of constitutional liberty than live 
through centuries a miserable slave, to defend the 
dogmas of despotic power! 

But after their Provisional Government expires 
what will be tho provisions of the government of 
the Southern Confederacy if such a Confederacy 
•should be formed? What will be the rights and 
powers of each iState? Will each State have the 
l ight to secede whenever she gets tired of remain 
ing in the new Confederacy? And if so, how long 
will tho Confederacy hang together after it is 
formed? \V ill not the first real or imaginary 
wroug done by the central Government, to either 
one of the States, bo a sufficient cause for the with 
drawn 1 of such State? If Kentucky should se 
cede and join such a Confederacy, would she be 
willing to re-open the African slave trade? Would 
Virginia, Delaware, Tennessee, North Carolina or 
Missouri be willing that it should be done? And 
if it were done would not each of them secede from 
the Confederacy? And if not done, would not 
South Carolina and some other cotton States, who 
desire it, refuse to have any further connection 
with the Government that denie^thera this right 
South Carolina wants direct taxation and free 
trade; would Kentucky ever submit to such a poli- 
cy? Would she not secede from the new Confed 
eracy forty times rather than do so? Would Lou 
isianagiveup tho great advantages she derives 
from tho duties on foreign sugar, and the prote 
lion it afiords to a great and numerous class of 
her citizen planters? She could not do so without 
absolute ruin to them — would the Southern Con- 
federacy guarantee to the people of Kentucky the 
light to take their slaves into each of tho States 
forming such Confederacy? Or would the States 
forming it ever consent to such a provision iu the 
Fcdoral Constitution? And without such a pro- 
vision, what would prevent each from passing o 
law to prevent the other States from moving their 
slave property to them? Those are all important. 
Questions and should be settled satisfactorily to 
the people of Kentucky, before breaking up that 
Stuto government and separating themselves from 
tho Federal Union, and before committing their 
political fortunes, .and all that is dear to them, to 
the stormy and tempestuous deep of revolution. 

I have shown that, so far as the present territo- 
ries are concerned, tho whole question, as to 
whether they shall come into the Union as States, 
and with or without slavery as their Constitutions 
may determine, has been settled by the compro- 
mise measures of 1350 and 1854; and that these 
measures are still unrepealed and in full force. 

I he real contest, then, so far as the territories are 
ooucernud, is not so much about those now belong- 
ing to the Government, as those to be hereafter 
acquired ; and, in his opinion, the absurdity of 
such a contest is illustrated by the quarrel between 
the three travelers about their respective shares of 
a bag of money which they had not. but hoped 
Jo find before reaching the end of their journey. 
Ihe lands which constitute the subject of this con- 
troversy, and which are hereafter to«be acquired, 
arc Mexico, Central America find Cuba. Ilow are 
they to oe acquired by a Southern Confederacy ? 

Is it to be done by purchase or by conquest? and 
it by purchase, where is the money to come from 9 
And ’if the money can be raised, to whom will 
they belong after they arc purchased ? Let u* 
take Cuba as an example. She will not cost less 
than £21)0,000,000, and being purchased, is she to 
be a province of the Confederacy, or admitted as 
a Stato, upon terms of equality with the rest of 
the States ? aud if so, will she not have the same 
right that they have to secede and set up for her- 
self when she gets tired of the Confederacy? Is 
sho to pay back the $200,000,000, when she goes 
out, to the States that bought her? And if this 
principle be correct, ought not Louisiana and 
other seceding States to pay back with interest 
the respective sums paid by the United States for 
their purchase? Tho same principle would apply 
to territories purchased of Mexico and Ihe Central 
American States. As soon as they would be form- 
ed into States they could secede, if they thought 
proper to do so, and they certainly would think 
proper to do so, unless things went exactly to suit 
thefa. But it Cuba, Central America and Mex- 
ico are to be acquired by conquest, -are they to be 
admitted as States, or are they to be held ns con- 
quered jirovinccs ? and if admitted as States, could 
their right to secede from the new Confederacy 
be tho subject of doubt or controversy? And if 
they are to be hold as conquered provinces, would 
there not be the most deadly hatred between the 
people of such provinces and the States that con- 
quered them i A\ ould not wars be the consequence 
<»1 buch hatred, tierce, unrelenting, bloodv, and 
unspanug? But, when all this is accomplished, 
what real advantage is to accrue to Kentucky? 
What compensation is she to get for the loss of 
the Union, the Federal Constitution and the groat 
und’mighty interests she has as an integral member 
ot thjs great anl glorious Republic? Will she 
have acquired any new guarantees for slave prop- 
erty ? any right to the territories of the United 
States which she has not now under the Federal 
Constitution? None whatever. WJsat will sho 
havo lost? Herrightin tho Federal Constitution, 
and all the guarantees which it secures to her, of 



line, with nothing to separate her from them but 
the Ohio and Mississippi rivers. In a war with 
them, and the rest of the free States, could she 
maintain the institution of slavery? And if she 
could, how long could she do so? Would not tho 
moment the war commenced be tho beginning of 
! the exodus of the slaves of Kentucky — some to 
the slave and some to the free States? Thousands 
would cross to the other side of the river in a sin- 
gle night, and with arms in their hands, furnish- 
ed them by our Republican enemies, become the 
bitterest and most deadly of our assailants — whilst 
such as remained would be sent as speedily as 
possible to the latter States to prevent their es- 
cape to the free States; and Kentucky would thu 9 
become at once depopulated of her slaves. And 
who would supply their places? For Kentucky 
without her slave labor must have free labor to 
supply its place. And whq would be the free la- 
borers? Would they not be composed of Yankee 
Abolitionists, and Black Republicans of Massa- 
chusetts and other northern States, that Kentucky 
hutes and detests from her inmost soul? And by 
such people would she not be voted out oi the South- 
ern Confederacy, and placed back again iu the Con- 
tcderacy of free States? But at this point we are 
told that the Southern Confederacy will form an 
alliance with Great Britain and other powers to 
protect slavery. Can any man be so weak and so 
simple as to entertain even a hope that such an 
alliance will ever be formed, and for such a pur- 
pose? An alliance with England to protect sluve- 
rv! Englund, that will not suffer an American 
slave to be touched by ap American master after 
he has onee set foot on British soil! England, 
that has relused to enter into any treaty stipula- 
tion with the United States lor the return of fugi- 
tive slaves escaping to Canada! England, that 
has partly by lorce and partly by purchase eman- 
cipated her own slaves in her West India islands, 
at a cost of $500,000,009! England, whose boast 
is that the moment a slave sets his toot on British 
earth, the ground on which he treads is holy and 
consecrated by the genius of universal emancipa- 
tion! Can it be supposed that this boast, wheth- 
er uttered in a spirit of sincerity and truth, or on- 
ly tor efiect on ttie people of other nations, is to 
be surrendered to protect the slaveholder of the 
South? It will never be done, and if Kentucky 
is to depend upon such an allinuce as this for pro- 
tection, it will be but a broken reed, on which her 
hope must bleed and her peace expire. What 
then is the true policy of Kentucky? It is to 
stand by the Federal Union, to battle for it, and 
to put lorth all her strength, intellectually and 
physically, in its detense, and in defense of the 
Federal Constitution. In the doing of this sho 
will maintain her own honor, her own greatness, 
and her true glory. I have said on a former occa- 
sion that Kentucky in assisting to dissolve the 
Union to protect slavery, would putherown knife 
to its throat. That whilst the Federal Constitu- 
tion was respected, und the State Constitution, 
with its provisions regarded, the institution of 
slavery would he upheld and protected. That the 
moment they were broken and subverted, tho inst 
tution of slavery, like every thing else, would drift 
away upon the shoreless sea of rovolution. And 
that such would be the caso, no one at all conver 
sant with the subject could for a moment doubt 
But if Kentucky should determine in favor of 
cession, how is she to accomplish it? Is it to be 
through a Convention authorized by tho Legisla 
ture ui the State? and can this bo done without 
destroying the whole Stato Government? By the 
Constitution oi Kentucky, every member of the 
State Legislature must be a citizen of tho United 
States, and sworn to support the Constitution of 
the United States. Can a Convention, so called 
abolish the Legislature, or so far change the Con 
stitution of the State, that the members of the 
Legislature shall not be required to be citizens of the 
United States, or take the uutb to support the Con- 
stitution of the United States? He said he could 
not better illustrate his views on this branch of tho 
subject than by quoting from u speech made by 
him on the 19th of January last to the people of 
Henderson. In speaking of the policy of the 
Legislature to call u Convention of the people to 
sever the connection of Kentucky with the Feder- 
al Government, he said; “To do this, the Conven- 
tion must have absolute aud sovereign power. 
Nothing less than this ean accomplish it, for it 
would be an act of sovereign power. Whence can 
it derive this power, bit by the amendment and 



the commencement of its decay — and the sarno 
power that breathed into it the breath of life, and 
imparted to it its vigor and strength, would scat- 
ter broadcast throughout its whole body the seeds 
of iis dissolution and death.

alteration ol the Constitution, according to the 
forms prescribed in that instrument? By that 
Constitution the power of the government of Ken- 
tucky is divided into three distinct departments 
— to the one is given the power to rnuke laws, to 
another to administer them, and to a third to see 
that they are laithfully executed. Can the pow- 
ers here vested be taken away from all or either ol 
the departments, and vested in a Convention, or 
fourth department, unless that Convention, or de- 
partment, be formed according to the letter and 
spirit of the Constitution? Cuu the Legislature 
ol Kentucky, by its mere act, call a Convention 
to divest either of these departments of its legiti- 
mate powers and duties under the Constitution? 
W hat powers then will a Convention have, called 
by the Legislature of Kentucky? Will it have 
the power to abolish the Constitution of Kentucky? 
Can it do it in any particular whatever? And*if 
iu any one thing, can it not do it in everything? 
If it can abolish the Constitution of Kentucky, is 
it not then an absolute pow er? and if an absolute 
power, may it not make and unmake Constitu- 
tions and law a at its pleasure? Can it not as in 
the French Revolution, transform itself into a 
Revolutionary Tribunal, and, in the blood of those 
whom it has already murdered, write the death 
warrant of the victims whom it has doomed to fu- 
ture destruction? Can it not transfer the whole 
sovereign power of the State into the hands of fif- 
ty, of twenty, or of a less number of men? 

And when such fifty, twenty, or even one man 
is sovereign, may he not perpetuate his own power 
and emancipate every negro in the Common- 
wealth? May he not put arms in their hands, 
and require of thorn us the price of their freedom, 
that they defend him in the perpetuation of his 
absolute power? Do the slaveholders of Kentucky 
desire to surrender up the guarantees which the 
Constitution has thrown around their property, to 
the tender mercies of such a tribunal? But, what 
if sucli u revolutionary tribunal should act, will 
the people of Kentucky obey its unconstitutional 
and illegal action? Will they not treat it as a 
perfect nullity, and go on to administer their gov- 
ernment according to the forms of the Constitu- 
tion, as if no such action had ever taken place? 
Will they not continue to elect Senators and 
members ol Congress, Representatives to Xheir 
Mato Government, Judges of their Courts, and 
all other officers under the Constitution? Let the 
experiment be tried, and we shall see what they 
will do. J 

He said, that in his opinion, the whole theory 
of secession was revolutionary and destructive— 
that if a majority of the Legislature of a slave 
State, under the slaveholders, could call a Con- 
vention and overturn the State Constitution, a 
majority of the same Legislature, under the con- 
trol of the non-slaveholders, could call a State 
Convention and do the same thing. Or, if they 
preferred, repeal so much of tho State Constitu- 
tion as protected slavery, or even prohibit its ex- 
istence altogether, if it were thought best to do 
so. That if a bare majority of the people of a 
State could overturn the Stuto Constitution, 
against its forms, a majority of the people of the 
United States could overturn the Federul Consti- 
tution against its forms.

to make seine advances towards a reconciliation 
with their southern brethren, and may. and it is

For repairs of arms by the Government of 
the United States, should any sum bo 
due, such amount as will discharge the 

same, not to exceed 

For the salary of Inspector General and 

Clerk hire, 1,000 

2. The arsenal for repairs and magazine shall 
be constructed and placed under the charge and 
direction of the Governor, aud the purchase of 
ammunition and other stores and equipage provi- 
ded for us nbove shall be by the Inspector General. 

Mr. F. NEEL moved to dispense with the 
further action upon said bill until to-morrow 
at 10 o’clock: rejected.

2. Resolved, That tho preservation of peace ! 
between the Federal Government as it now exists, 
and tbc Southern Confederacy, is indispensiblc to 
the restoration of the Union; that wc implore 
both Governments to abstain from collision or

The Military Dill. 

The amendments proposed by Mr. Maehcn 
to the military law, which was smuggled 
through the Legislature last winter, come up 
for the action o f the Senate to day. W# 
have no doubt that the measure will be re 
pudinted by the Senate. We have neither 
the space nor the time to point out in detail 
the monstrous provisions of this monstrous 
imposition, but we desire to direct the atten- 
tion of Senators to a single point, viz : ITS 
UNCONSTITUTIONALITY. ' 

Among other absurd provisions of the hill 
designed to be reenacted and put in force by 
the Machen amendments, we extract the fol- 
lowing: 

Aar. III. 11. In addition to tho staff offleors at 
present authorized by law, the Governor and Com- 
inandor-in-Cbief shall appoint an Inspector Gen- 
eral, with the rank of Major General. 

2. The InspectorGoneral shall direct and super- 
intend the formation and organization, and shall 
exercise, under the Commnnder-in-Chief, the ac- 
tive control and command of the volunteer 
militia. 

In this connection we desire to call atten- 
tion t0 Cue following provisions of the Con- 
stitution : 

Ar.r. VII. J 2. The Governor shall appoint the 
adjutant general and his other stuff officers: 
tho major generals, brigadier generals, and com- 
mandauts of regiments shall, respectively, appoiut 
their c taff officers; ond commandants of compa- 
nies shall appoint their non-commissioned officers. 

i 2. All militia officers, whose a| pointment is 
not heroin otherwise provided for, shall bo elected 
by persons subject to military duty, within their 
respective companies, battalions, regiments, brig- 
ades, and divisions, under such rules and regula- 
tions, and for such terms, not exceeding six years, 
as the General Assembly may from time to time 
direct and establish. 

'The Constitution empowers the Governor 
to appoint his staff officers, and no more. 
It ex( ressly declares that all officers excepting 
the Governor's staff shall be elected by persons 
rulject to military duty. The military bill 
which was smuggled through the Legisla- 
ture empowers the Governor to appoint an 
Inspector^ General, with the rank of Major 
General. The bill gives the Inspector Gen- 
eral absolute and despotic control over per- 
sons who had no voice in his election. The 
Constitution says that all “ officers whose 
appointmentis not herein otherwise provided 
for” (having reference to the Governor's 
staff), ‘‘shall be elected by persons subject to 
military duty." What member of the State 
Guard had any voice in electing the present 
Inspector General, who ranks as Major Gen- 
eral, and is clothed with the power of a Com- 
mander in Chief? The constitutional rights 
of the members of the State Guard are taken 
away by the provisions of this bill. No 
Senator who lias taken an oath to support 
the Constitution of Kentucky can favor the 
amendments proposed by Mr. Machen, and 
which comoup in the Senate to day.

Confederacy, by collecting the revenue, recaptur- 
ing the forts, or othorwiso looking to the entorce- 
ment of Federal laws, or subjugation, would frus- 
trate all hopes of restoring our Union; and wo 
emphatically announce that if such coercion is 
attempted by the Federal Government, we will 
make the cause and destiny of the Southern Cou- 
lcdcracy our own. 

3. That wc recommend to the Federal Govern- 
ment to withdraw its troops from the forts now 
occupied within the Territories of tho States form- 
ing the Southern Confederacy. 

5*4. That the geographical position of Kentucky | gentlemen of weight and influence, 
makes desirable tbc co-operation of all the border 
slave States, and as it has been suggested by the 



Conventions of Virginia and Missouri, now in 
session, that there bo held a conference of said 
slave States, we recommend to the present 
Legislature to invite such Convention for the 
purpose of devising, if possible, some plan of re- 
constructing our Union, and that delegates to 
such Convention be elected by tho legally quali- 
fied voters of each Congressional District iu the 
State. 

5. That it is our deliberate opinion that guar- 
antees for the protection and safety of stave prop- 
erty, and the equal rights of tho slave States and 
their people, less clear and defined than tho Crit- 
tenden propositions, with the Powell amendment 
thereto, ought not aud will not be accepted by the 
people of Kentucky. 

6. That the clause submitted to the Peace Con- 
gress in the original Outhrie proposition, denying 
the right of free negroes to vote for any and all 
Federal officers, we regard as esseutial to oar 
peace and as a settlement of a disturbing and most 
dangerous question, and tile light of transit with 
slaves through all tho States and Territories 
ought to be guarantied by constitutional amend- 
ment. 

7. That the Franklin proposition agreed upon 
by the Peace Conference recently held in Wash- 
ington, is regarded a surrender of many of the 
rights wo now have, and signally fails of a settle- 
ment of our national difficulties. 

8. That we are utterly opposed to all proposi- 
tions or plans for the formation of a Middle Con- 
federacy. 

9. That in consideration of tho deep injuries 
to the commercial and other interests of the whole 
country, consequent upon our political troubles, 
the plan fur the restoration of the Union should 
receive the prompt and speedy action of the 
States. 

10. That in tho event our cherished hopes for 
the restoration of the entire Union are blasted, 
that onr affinities, duties, aud interests unite us 
with our southern brethren on principles of jus- 
tice, equality, and honor. 

11. That if all efforts for settlement of the dif- 
ficulties in which wo are involved shall fail, we 
recommend to the Legislature to provide for tho 
election of delegates to a State Convention, to be 
held as soon thereafter as practicable, to decide 
upon what position Kentucky shall thereafter oc- 
cupy, and that the final action of snid Convention 
shall bo submitted for approval or disapproval to 
the voters of Kentucky.
